No Need For Alarm; 
Scarlet Fever Cases - 


Are Well In®Hand 


A mild epidemic of scarlet 
fever which ‘broke out suddenly 
ut Mount Hermon has _ been 
cnecked and well in hand. ‘Dr. 
Walter W. Lee, the district health 
ofticer, who is in charge is. ex- 
pressing oo great alarm and the 
immunization process is now 
going on among the student 
group and the faculty of the 
school. There have been: sixteen 
cases out of a total group of more 
than 650 persons, and of those 
afflicted, seven were sent to the 
fsolation hospital at Greenfield 
and nine very mild cases to the 
Eastman cottage on Highland 
avenue. Physicians and nurses 
are ministering to each individu- 
al case and the slowness of its 
spread argues well for its early 
disappearance, although it may 
be some time before full liber- 
ties are granted to the student 
body. The school has cooperated 
with the health authorities and 
restrictions have been placed in- 
to effect as necessary. The fact 
that two cases have appeared in 
East Northfield is probably due 
to contact at Hermon in the 
early stages. The handling of the 
matter is done with the approval 
of local and state health board 
authorities and considerable sat- 
isfaction is taken in the handling 
of the cases.’"There is no outbreak 
of the. disease at the Seminary

A large attendance greeted our 
presideut at the meeting lust Fri. | 
day afterpoon in Alexander hall. 
Among them were the 22 new 
members added since Oct. 1: Mrs. 
Wright gave a most interesting 
account of the State Federation 
meeting at Swampscott last May. 
She drew a vivid picture of the 
lurge, enthusiastic audience, and 
of the doing of the convention.

Mr. F. L. Duley was the speak- 
er of the afternoon, He gave a 
survey of world conditions, tak- 
ing us rapidly from China thru 
Africa with vivid word pictures. 
China is rapidly getting a train- 
ed army and air force service, 
waiting until she can strike at 
Japan. America’s and Great Bri- 
tain’s naval bases were located 
on the map, and attention direct- 
ed to the fortification built at 
Singapore by England, nothing 
like it in the world. Japan’s ad- 
vantage with her more than 1500 
islands was noted, and Mr. Duley 
suggested we keep our eye on 
Kia, near Siam, and Malay Penin- 
sula which Japan wants for a 
canal. Relations between Egypt 
and England were touched upon. 
The original treaty was written 
to take care of Egypt's finances; 


but Egypt no longer wants treaty [Massachusetts 


relations; she wants no more 
consular courts within her ter- 
ritory. The fact that the Italians 
are in Addis Ababa is no guaran- 
tee that they will be able to stay 
there. At present England is en- 
deavoring to take care of the dis- 
turbances in Palestine by sending 
troops there. 

The various groups who are 
involved in the civil war in Spain 
and their claims were mentioned. 
On one side the land-owners; on 
the other a Socialistic govern- 
ment. Moors were led into Spain 
by Rebel leaders. Should the 
rebels win, Italy may be reward- 
ed with the Balearic Islands; and 
Germany with the Azores. 

Mr. Duley showed that no mat- 
ter which party is in power in 
America there has been a con- 
tinuity and consistency in our 
policy on foreign relations. 

Members are asked to note er- 
ror in Yearbook.

Experimental Road 
Constructed In Gill 


—~o-- 

The reconstruction of the high- 
way in Gill is dafiabed and motor- 
ists may have the distinction of 
driving over a cotton-filled road. 
The work done is experimentel 
and will be watched closely by 
the State Highway Department. 
The base is of bituminous ma- 
terlaland the cotton fabric is 
spread to cover the entire width 
after which more bituminous 
material ie plaged to cover. 

Work of this type is being 
tried out throughout the country 
under an appropriation of §$1,- 
300,000 made available to the 
secretary of agriculture for the 
advancement of aew use of cot- 
ton. It is expected that about 
1;000 miles of cotton-reinforced 
roads of this type will be con- 
structed under this program in 
the United States. 

- The experimental section of 
the road starts at Gill center and 
extends northward toward Mt. 
Hermon for two miles. There 
are-four half-mile sections, dif- 
ferent types of cotton-fabric be- 
ing used on three of the sections 
While the fourth is without any 
fabric. These sections will be 
watched by the state to ascertain 
which wears best. 

Experiments of the past have 
seemed to indicate that where 
cotton fabric is used to reinforce 
bituminous surfaces cracking is 
prevented and edges protected, 
giving longer life to the road. 

This class of highway  con- 
struction is practically new to 
although it has 
been used for about 10 years in 
South Carolina and for lesser 
periods in some other sections.

Another memoria! service for 
Mr. Wilfred W. Fry, President of 
N. W. Ayer & Son, Inc., Philadel- 

hia, and for many years a prom- 
nent resident of Camden, N. J., 
was held at the North Baptist 
Church of Camden on Tuesday 
evening, October 20. 

Widely known as @ leader in 
business and community activi- 
ties, the memorial service was 
largely attended by friends and 
representatives of the many or- 
ganizations with which he was 
associated during a long career 
devoted as earnestly to public, 
religious, and eductaional inter- 
ests as to his business responsi- 
bilities. 

Dr. Walter S. Dunlop, Pastor 
of the North Baptist Church, pre- 
sided during the service. Among 
those who spoke were David R. 
Porter, D. D., Principal of the 
Mt. Hermon School, and Charles 
L. Goodell, D. D., of the Federal
